HINTS ON THE CARE OF TUE EYES —There 


are, perhaps, more individuals who ascribe 
then- weakness of sight to a use of their eyes 
undei an insufficient aiUncial illumination than 
to any other one cause. In a great many in- 
stances Ibis may not be strictly true, but there 
can be no doubt thai faully artificial Ii»ht is 
one of lhe most piodiiclive causes of a certain 
class ofinjuries, to which the eye can beexposed. 
1 he two sources of tiouble with the ordinary 
artificial lights are—first, that they are not 
pure white, and secondly, that they are un- 
steady. The first defect is found in all artificial 
igbts except the lime, eleclric and magnesium 
lights; the second especially in caudles and 
gas. The yellowness is, in a measure, coun- 
teiacted by using, in lhe case of lamps and gas, 
chimneys of a violet or blue tint, and the flick- 
ering orj.be gas may be obviated largely by 
employing an Argand burner. All things con- 
sidered, a German student-lamp furnishes the 
most satisfactory light. The next best issas 
with an Argand burnei. The chimneys of both 
may as above suggested, be advantageously of 
a light-blue tint. 
* 


The position of the light in relation lo the 


body is of great importance. 
If a shade is used 


on the lamp or burner (it should, by preference, 
be of-ground or " milk » glass, never of colored 
glass), Ihe light may stand directly in front of 
the body and the work be allowed to lie iu the 
light under the shade, which will protect the 
eyes from the glare of the flame. If no shade 
is used the back should be turned to the source 
of light, which ought to fall over the left 
shoulder. The same mle applies in the man- 
agement of daylight. In this case the IHit 
should come from behind and slightly sbove 
and fall directly on the work, whence it is n,l 
flected to lhe eye. It should nevar fall directly 
in the face.

sort to force, or to violation of law, or invasion 
of the rights of ]«rson or of property, to ie- 
dress grievance, In needless and at war with 
free institutions, under which the only rightful 
remedy Is by frequently recurring elections of 
representatives of ibe peo|>io in State Legisla- 
tures and In the 1'edei'al Congress, to accom- 
plish the will ol die majority, which should be 
accepted as the voice of all. 


Seventh—That many of our rich men have 


not been content with equal protection and 
equal benefits, but have besought us to make

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20th, 1877. 


EMTOK GAZISTTB :—For tho first time since 


the summer season actually opened Philadel- 
phia hai passed through a week of provcri- 
l»al logginess, nothing of. special interest hav- 
ing occurred outside of the Exhibition and tbe 
military. Four Philadelphia soldiers, all men 
•worthy of a better fate, were killed in the 
f ittsbiirg riots, and their loss has cast a cloud 
over every subject connected with the recent 
troubles; tlm whole city lias felt the thrill of 
anguish 
which swept through the 


of those 
whose 
husbands, fathers, sons 


and brothers had gone forth on a seeming 
pleasure excursion, and returned—dead. 
The 


Exhibition managers very fittingly resolved to 
tender to the Philadelphia military a grand re- 
ception on last Thursday; and the programme 
as originally prepaied included not only the 
most delightful entertainment that could be 
conceived, but a collation for the soldiers in the 
evening. 


It was known that the money for the occa- 


sion was raised by the exhibitors, and tbat tbe 
amount subscribed was very liberal, but when 
General Bilntou received the formal invitation, 
and consulted -with the officers of his staff, tak- 
ing care also to get the sense of the meu OH the 
subject, he wrote back that while the troops 
would gladly respond to the hospitable ofTar, it 
could only be on condition that the money rais- 
ed should be devoted to the families of their 
comrades who had fallen or been seriously 
wounded in tbo light* with the rioters. Their 
Jesire was at once acceded to; the idea of a 
banquet was abandoned, tbe correspondence 
made public, and on Thursday," Soldiers' Day," 
as it was termed, over 40,000 citizens thronged 
tbe magnificent structure, and contributed by 
their admission fees to the fund which thus be- 
came truly worthy of the occasion. 
Tbe day 


was one of exceptional triumph, both for the 
Exhibition and the military, while our people 
wore individually and collectively happy in the 
thought that the city had not failed in its duty 
to the bravo men who would not do battle with 
a mob composed chiefly of women and children. 
This last remark may seem somewhat strange, 
but all accounts agree that the proportion of men 
to the women and children among the rioters 
about the round house at Pittsburg was as one 
to three. General Biinton was again aud again 
begged to give permission to fire the Galling 
gun, make a charge 0:1 tbe mob, or do anything 
in preference to being burned alive in the struc- 
ture : but his only reply was (pointing to the 
rioters, whose front ranks were purposely com- 
posed of women and children ) " Do you think 
I would u're on a crowd like that ?" The men 
had only about sixteen rounds of ammunition, 
or they might have deliberately picked their 
men, and being partially protected by the brick 
walls, shot them down one by one. But it 
would have been reckless to Urns waste pow- 
der, and the militia were therefore, compelled 
to wait until burned out, and then rcardb 
through the streets of Pittsburg to a place of 
safety. 


The long-talked of experiment of opening 


the Exhibition on Sunday was tried for the first 
time yesterday, and financially, at least, « as a 
success. Several of our eleigymen took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to point out the terri- 
ble evils which, in their opinion, must ensue 
from the innovation, but tlioo*wlio participat- 
ed in the Sunday exercises at tho Exhibition 
building claimed to find nothing whatever 
wbich could be regarded as demoralizing, while 
in fact, tbe great majority agieed that tho in- 
fluence of such a place of resort must be eleva- 
ting to the very classes who, on Sunday, lounge 
around tbe streeis, or ara still less profitably 
occupied in some saloon or beer garden. 
The 


full record of the paying attendance yesterday 
was ten thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
nine persons, all of whom were as ordeily and 
respectable iu appearance and behavior as 
could possibly be wished. It was noticed that 
neaily all were mechanics, clerks and day la- 
borers, uith Iheii families; and il is well known 
that these cannot afford to lose a day's work for 
tut; uuipuau 01 visiting the Exhibition during

None of these, excepting the County 
Commissioners, can legitimately do anything 
for the laborer, and these commissioners can 
only do a little in the way of public improve- 
meiiui. Still they say Hut they will make a 
beginning now to show their strength, aud 
nexl spring they will make an effort to gain 
control of the cily government, when they can 
launch out on innumerable expenditures. As 
a matter of fact, this movement is engineered 
by a few demagogues who hope lor office, and 
it may win, owing to the disorganized condi- 
tion of the parties. Tbe Democrats, doubtful 
of success if Ihey stand alone, may coalesce 
with tbe new movement. If ibey run a licket, 
the Workingmen will be apt to slip in between 
Republicans and Democrats. The Working- 
men's party wants short work, good wages, 
public improvements, a repeal of the recent 
Slate law on the subject of vagabonds, and the 
prompt payment of their taxes by the neb, but 
how they are to secure these ihings by the 
election of a Probate Judge aud a clerJcofthe 
Ciiiuiiial Court, they have not yet explained. 
They intend, in a few days, to stall a cheap 
morning paper—one-cent—which is to advo- 
cate their course.

vention of tbe Episcopal-Church of Illinois will 
meet Gere.

It is the 
intention to ultimately cut the State into three 
parts, to be known as the dioceses of Illinois, 
Quiucy and Springfield, but for tbe plesent 
only the first two will be created. 
Since it was 


impossible for many j ears to pay one Bishop, 
some have questioned how two weie to be 
maintained, but a satisfactory arrangement has 
been made. The Episcopal church at Quincy 
will he Uie cathedral church, and since that 
pulpit, is vacant, the new Bishop, when duly in- 
stalled, will officiate there as Rector, and will 
get a regular salary, apart 
from what other 


churches may contribute for bis maintenance. 
It is believed that this dividing of the diocese 
will lead to increased activity in church work, 
the present field being too much for one man, 
even though a very able one, to satisfactorily 
cover.

will still be ou their reeding grounds, or very 
close by Ihem, inslead of being stowed away 
for their daily siesta on higher or drier ground, 
where the number of acres to a bird is un- 
comfortably large. Our ground is a piece of 
swampy timber land, intersected with little 
ipiing-runs, but with plenty of tolerably dry 
and, and some low underbrush. We don't 
want to go where it ia too wet, as the Major 
doesn't like ground that is loo moist for worms. 


How delightful is the change from the dusty 


uibbiib of the heated city! Tbe cool, soft 
norning air is redolent with that strange per- 
'unje we often find in the woods, oven wnen no 
lowers are in sight, and musical wilh the hum 
of the bees, already ou the wiug, the twitter of 
a hundred songsters, tho bark, or crashing 
pringof the squirral, the almost human wiis- 
le of the upland plover, the drumming of the 
ufled grouse, and the rich, mellow 
"Boh 


Vhite," thai at regular intervals floats in from 
he neighboring meadows. 
What a contrast to 


be steaming heat of the city, the ascending 
ragrauca of the garbage cart, tho tooth distract- 
ug hand-organ, and tbe nasal melody of the 
oap fat man. 


But see! Tbe dogs are already at work, each 
n a slow trot, slackening to a walk as they 
pproach suspicious places. They travel at less 
ban half the speed they do when after a bovy 
f quail or covey of grouse. They know their 
usiness as well as we do, they know they aro 
fler a bird, whose scent is not very powerful, 
nd one that is easily flushed. But look at

cabbage; how be stops, sniffs delicately the fra- 
•ranco that our dull sense knows nothing of, 
moves cautiously for a pace or two with the

e sculptors, exhausting time and brains in fet-

rule nature can present? Is it because it ii 
eyond Ihe reach of your clumsy touch?. Sea 
d Frank on that little rise some thirty yards 
way. He is pointing too, but pointing at Don. 
e smells nothing himself, but he knows Don 
ou't lie, so he points too. That's what we call 
backing." 
Do not be in basle, tbo bird will stay there, 
ou would not stir a step for the world. Walk 
and lake first shot when the bird rises. Be 


>ol, but also be quick ; be deliberately expe- 
tious. Don't bo thinking of what a glorious 
ast he will make. 
Banish all such low, sen- 


tons thoughts, and also all anxiety to get him, 
muse il is your first woodcock, or because you 
mil lo kill as many birds as 1 do. Ali such 
oughls will only excite anil bother j'ou. 
ake up your mind you don't care whether 
m get him or not; that you only want to see 
m fly, and in fact, do ,nol leally care to bit 
m at all, but will just shoot at him to hun-y 


task on hand. This Is no child's play. There 
is no time to take aim, and unless you fira the 
instant your gun comes to your shoulder you 
might about as well not shoot, for you will have 
little time to shift It to the proper place. 
" Pshaw! why half the time I can't see any- 


thing but a yard or two of brown streak 
through the green leaves, how do you expect a 
man to hit that ?" No matter, catch iis direc- 
tion and blaze away; for oftiines it is your only 
chance. With practice you will soon do capi- 
tal shooting iu this way, though not so good as 
where yon have opportunity lo get sight. You 
will, too, always he apt to fire directly at cross- 
ing shots instead of ahead of them as you 
should do, if at any distance; hut even though 
we iniss more, this is better sport than open 
shooting—at least it is for me. There is a sat- 
isfaction iu stopping a whizzing streak with a 
shot quick as lightning's flash, that I do not 
feet where it is more easily done. The greater 
skill required the greater the sport. But let ns 
now bid tlie Major good-bye for to-day. It Is 
nine o'clock, and we have had good sport and 
made a fair sized hag, and there is no use in 
beingswinish about shooting, any more than in 
anything else. To-morrow"we will call again, 
perhaps in the evening. Evening is nearly as 
good as the morning for birds, though not for 
the dog's nose. 


Fall woodcock shooting is far ahead of sum- 


mer shooting, as tlie birds are larger, stronger 
aud quicker, and the weather is cooler; then, 
too, other kinds of game are " ripe," and for 
variety we may occasionally pacify a ruffed 
grouse, or a fuw quail or snipe. But since tbo 
law allows it, and as it is a good time lo escape 
from business, and there is nothing else to shoot 
commend me to summer woodcock shooting. It 
is not generally known by Eastern sportsmen 
that splendid summer shooting is to be had In 
many parts of the West, although *,be birds are 
apt to scatter i* the fall. On the Illinois river, 
and on the Mississippi bottoms in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, I have seeu as fine shooting as the 
heart of a reasonable man could desire. 
You 


will also as a general thing have ill tha shoot- 
Ing to yourself, as very faw Western hunters 
trouble them at all. I know many towns hav- 
ing plenty of sportsmen who hunt ducks, 
" chickens," etc., with great ardor, but never 
trouble anything smaller, except, perhaps, pig- 
eons. At Henry, on the Illinois river, some 
years ago there were over twenty capital shots, 
*nd^magnif!c.ent woodcock shooting within half 
an hour's reacli; tut 'only one person in the 
town ever touched them, aud the rest used to 
look it us with contemptuous wonder as they 
saw us going out to waste ammunition upon 
such trifles. The West has many good sports- 
men who ara splendid shots and capital com- 
panions; but the majority of them like to see 
at least one pound of meat drop at every shot, 
consequently the Eastern man will generally 
have the small game all lo himself.—Vandyke, 
•in Forest and Stream.

over that bird and want to toss up a cent for 
it, and all that kind of stuff. But we are after 
sport and not metit, and it makes no difference 
who hit or who bags him. But see! he fell 
right in front of Frank, is only winged, arid is 
walking off too ! See old Frank ; helooks wist- 
fully at the wounded bird and then at the place 
wheie bis own bird is, and hardly knows what 
to do. 
To ho ! Keep your point, old boy, 


we'll attend to Ihe well one first, Away he spins 
upward through the trees, with a twisting, 
corkscrew flight, while both glint crack harm- 
lessly behind him J mark him, though. 
We'll 


find him. again. It is always best to mark 
game, no matter how plenty it may be. He 
may possibly have bfiun bit and we find him 
dead, although it rarely happens that woodcock 
carry away shot iu a vital place as quail some- 
times do. I will send Frank for that wounded 
one, so watch him now ; he is a better retriever 
than Don, and knows more than any dozen or- 
dinary dogs. ' Theie he goes on his trail.

is a rare thing, but good -dogs will sometimes 
do it when occasion happens.

sume it is quite as easy to do. You take irst 
shot again, and If we kill him I will make Frank 
stand there' with the wounded bird while Don 
brings the other. That is a test of a dog's 
training, but he will stand it. 


As the son advances tbe birds get farther 


back from the wet ground, and we soon find 
ourselves in <a heavy thicket that covers a 
long slope leading from the swamp.

dumbseivantj, is no less the part of policy than 
humanity. 
Beyond a certain point the power 


to do and to endure cannot go. hence il we 
would preserve the ability to serve as long as 
possible, we must see to it that all unnecessary 
strains upon the system are avoided. Many 
men make their dogs follow the wagon when 
going to, or returning from, a day's shooting. 
Some do this for the purpose of getting the 
dogs steady, others from a love of ease which 
forbids them to incommode themselves by 
crowding the carriage, but be the reason what 
it may,.the result is bad since the dogs muscles 
are overtaxed, and they must consequently go 
to their kennel more fatigued than they would 
otherwise be, thus frequently inducing nervous 
in liability and lack of that refreshing rest, 
without which Ihe dogs will be good for nolhiug 
tho next day. 
Unquestionably soui« dogs will 


stand such treatment longer than others, but in 
eveiy case it is a waste of material which if per- 
sisted in must eventually tell against the dog 
and make him old before his time. 


Another important matter is cai ing for dogs 


propeily after they gel home. It will not do to 
turn them into the kennel covered wilh mud 
and burrs picked up during Iho day, or they 
will lie for hours tumbling about in discomfort, 
and pulling out the burrs with their teeth at a 
saciifioe of hair and skin, which they cannot af- 
ford, in point of looks at least. Immediately 
ou their return tbe dogs should be carefully and 
gently combed aud brushed j their feet aud legs 
should ha bathed \\illi lepid wafer anil caslile 
so.ip, laking special care to separate the toes and 
break up any mud linlls which imiy cling lo tlie 
loe in/is. The feet should h« cximiincd, ,m,l if 
in Iho iHiist tender, so.ik^d in lim'giir ami .-.all 
Iu hardun them. If hmvi'vci, .ni> law places 
arc found thu tiuei-ar will piove Ion h.irsh for 
use, and mutton tallow rubbed inlu the sores 


till il cannot be lick-ii oil' it ill do far better. 
Next should come a plentiful and savoiy sup- 
per, with an hour's lounge before Ihe fire if the 
weather is gold, und lastly, porufortabla konnels 
with plenty of claim stiuw. Some men feed in 
the morning, upon the principle that il is cruel 
lo make a dog work all day upon an emply 
stomach. This Is a mistaken kindness,, for ex- 
periment has demonstrated lhat exercise retards 
the digestion, and the food, consequently, lies 
heavily upon the stomach, without aflbiding 
support, though imposing an additional burden. 
Very frequently a dog thus fed vomits his 
breakfast, and if continually forced lo relieve 
himself in this way, his stomach becomes weak- 
ened, the whole system sufiers, and the dog 
soon gets out of condition. One good meal a 
day is all sufflcient for a hcallhy dog, and if 
given at a time when circumstances favor its 
highest usefulness, it will sustain him belter 
tban'iqore frequent feeding. 


Peifeot freedom after work conduces in great 


degree to thorough rest; for this reason, if pos- 
sible to avoid it, dogs should not be chained 
when they come home. Thus confined the op- 
portunity for seeking comfortable places or po- 
sitions is limited, and dogs like men will often 
court sleep unavailiugly, if such ease is denied 
them. In the summer a yard where the dogs 
can dig and find cool earth, is far better than a 
straw filled kendel, since the latter is too hot 
and has a tendency to breed fleas and other 
parasites which aie the bane of canine exist- 
ence.—Exclunu/e. 


•=Whon the aea shell is held up to the ear 


there is a peculiar vibratory noise which chil- 
dren assure each other is the roar of the sea; 
however distant they may be from it. 
Philo- 


sophically Investigated the peculiar sound thus 
recognized is a phenomenon that has puzzled 
scholars for a long time. The experiment is 
easily made by simply pressing a spiral over 
the cerebra of cither ear. 
If a large shell, tbe 


sound is very much like that uf a far-off cata- 
lact. Now, what causes it ? Every muscle in 
tlie body is in a state of tension. Same are 
more ou the stretch than others, and particular- 
ly those of the finger. It is conceded that the 
vibration of the fibers of those in Ihe fingers 
being communicaled lo Ihe shell, it prolongates 
and intensifies them as the hollow body of a 
violin does the vibration of its strings, and 
thus the acoustic nerve receives Ihe sonorous 
expressions. 
Muscles of Ihe leg below Ihe 


knee are said lo vibrate in thu same way, and 
if conducted to the ear pioduce the same re- 
sults.—Boston Watchman.

find a falling off in the demand for salted cod- 
roe, which used to be sent to the Mediterra- 
nean poits in large quantities for sardine bait. 
Whether America can compete uilh North 
Africa in supplying France with cheap grass- 
hoppeiB may be an open question, even if tho 
Frenchmen have not imposed a tariff ou the 
foreign insect to protect it in Ihu Algerian 
colony.
